Mr«  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  19^9 » 

The  estimated  population  figure  is  given  as  9t880,  as  against  9j780 
for  1968, 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  shows  a decrease  to  12.95  from 
14.82  for  1968. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  living  has  risen  to  12«04  from  10.94  for  1988. 

There  were  119  deaths  as  compared  v/ith  107  for  1968.  Seven  deaths 
were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  all  males* 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  maternal 
deaths  during  the  year  and  only  three  infants  have  died  under  one  year  of 
age  from  a total  of  128  births. 

The  Clay  Cross  and  District  Mobile  Physiotherapy  Service  was  formally 
inaugurated  by  His  Grace,  The  Duke  of  Devonshire,  on  October  11th,  19^9? 
and  has  continued  to  render  valuable  service.  It  is  run  by  a vol’-intary 
committee,  under  the  ch^rmanship  of  Councillor  Lander,  and  supported  by 
voluntary  subscriptions  and  local  authority  grants. 

I would  like  to  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  membeirB  of  the  Council 
and  my  colleagues  for  the  help  and  co-operation  I have  received  during  the 
year,  end  with  the  preparation  of  this  report.

Supply  to  Clay  Cross  Urban  District  Council  - Year  1969 

The  supplying  authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire  V/ater  Board, 

Press  reservoirs  now  provide  the  source  of  supply,  the  treatment  is 
screening  followed  by  chlorination. 

The  quantity  proved  generally  adequate,  but  for  part  of  the  year  a 
restriction  on  the  use. of  hosepipes  was  imposed. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the  Board's 
laboratories.  All  raw,  treated  and  distributed  waters  are  examined  at  least

The  treated  waters  in  the ,area  have  given  rise  to  no  concern  on  the  grounds 
of  plumbo  solvency,  and  analyses  on  the  supply  water  at  source,  in  distribution 

and  after  overnight  standing  in  lead  service  pipes  have  yielded  figures  within 

the  recently  revised  acceptable  lead  concentration.

No  major  schemes  were  undertaken  in  the  area, 

992  yards  of  main  were  laid  for  housing  developments. 

Before  being  brought  into  service  all  newly  laid  mains  were  washed  out, 
sterilized  and  samples  examined  to  ensure  satisfactory  bacteriological  and 
physical  results  were  obtained. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  other  form  of  post  treatment 
contamination.

During  the  year  two  further  Clearance  Areas  were  declared;  the  Thanet  Street 
(No.  2)  Clearance  Area,  and  the ’Park  Row  (No.  1)  Clearance  Area,  involving 
thirty-six  premises*'  ‘These  were  the 'two  largest  areas  of  unfit  houses 
remaining  in  the  district,  and  when  all  the  tenants  of  these  houses  have 
been  rehoused,  the  major  portion  of  the  Council's  slum  clearance  programme 
will  have  been  completed  , for  the  few  areas  of  unfit  properties  which  will 
be  left  comprise  only  of  six  or  eight  houses,  and  these  will  be  dealt  with 
over  the  next  two  or  three  years*
